I-ouls Kon, Ex-sovlcl Trade CommJs- 
«lontr to Canada in a most Interest- 
ing talk to a meeting of the lAbour 
C!ub liplil in Str.-ithcona Hall last 
îilpht at S.15 p.m. 

Sir. Kon, -n-ho was in Russia îroni 
ÀUgiist 19:S to May 18:S, made many 
Intorcstinc ob?cr\-at;on8' or lîusslan 
socliU ami economic Wo.. BcTc»^ tell- 
ing of these observations, lie made a 
fen- remarks about the liusslan pco- 
•ple. He staled that tho r.usKians 
■wore ve^^' serious-minded and that 
they thoutrht more than perhaps any 
■o'.hcr people of the ^vorld. They rea- 
lized that they a;'c undertaklnc , a 
difficult, task and that they are like- 
" Ij' to maJte-OTiistakcs. as they' are real- 
ly c3n>6r!mentinE Tviih their policies. 
■ Mr. Kon i-elated an amnslns ancc- 
«iDto of the average - 
ccptlon of Russia. 
.<si)Elncer, -nho was soing lo Russia 
X)n ljusiness, came to see him. This 
scntleman very tinUdly and conti- 
denUally asked lUra If it Tvas quite 
safe for a married man to visit itns- 
sia, and If there vos any chance of 
returning alive. Mr. Kon ihought that 
-this attitude towards Russia was very 
Tinbecominc to Canadians^ especially 
■ns the population of Canada is com- 
IiOHOd of peojilE or many nations. 

The speaker said that Russia covers 
one sixth of the Jand surface of the 
^lobc and contained lor:y live mil- 
lions of. people. To tell everything 
.iibout this country would be Irapos- 

'i.^-eiblc.-nnd he -would be able .to touch 
the "'high spots" onl.v. He stated 
he was often tisked to compare Can- 
ada and 'Russia. Such a comparison. 
In his opinion, was obviously unfair. 

Coming to the boundrlcs of I'.ussis 
one lias to ciiun^-c n-cins. Tiiir. 'f 
due to the fac: that the rali.« in Ruf- 
'Bia are of different sise to those of 
o'.her 33uropean Countries. While this 
prevented enemies from entering tlic 
country in time of v.-ar. it war rather 
troublesome in times of ptaco nntl 
was detrimental to cominei cc. Mr, Kon 
.«•ho entered from the Poll.:') boiindry, 
stated that the Polish depot was im-

This subject has 
long been a sore spot among com- 
nvcrco racn themselves, and seeking 
to come a little closer to the truth 
they have initiated a discussion of 
the whole matter in their first de- 
bate.

putation ot Ills Alma Mater. Tliore 
Is no doubt that the School of Com- 
merce Is a stain upon the academic 
sta'UH of tiiiB Unvci!>lty. I >vlll ad- 
duce proof to b3cl< <.-acii lyl those 
B'.atemonts In liio rle'jali ."

A conslllullon was ndoplod, future 
po'.loy Was lUactissed niid officers 
were olccled at tho ftt'sl nicollninr uC 
tho MeaiU Psychological ' Socloty,' 
held ycstonlay afternoon at 3 p.tu. hi 
lîocm 70 of ilio .\rls llullilliiir. It was 
docidod tliat llic (WcciUlvo of llio 
Society should ooiiais't of a proKldout, 
it vIce-presUlout ami a aocrctnry- 
treaauroi- .who must bo .sttidcnta of 
psychology ' assisted by an advisory 
remmittoo ot two gradualol students. 
It was also determined to have an 
honorary president, and Dr. Tall, 
Head of the l.)o;iai'tniont ot l'.-<yclio- 
legy. was nnanlnioiiEl.v elected to 
that office. X. W. Morton w.ts elect- 
ed président,- Miss H, Green vice- 
president and 1^. ij. Rornslein tocre- 
tary-treastircr. Tho nomination of 
the' graduate eommltlco was left to 
lie 3-:.':ccutlvc, who will submit their 
choice to tho r.\tiflcatlon of the So- 
ciety at Its ne.\t meeting, Tho exact 
date ot this mooting— which will he 
held some timo "before Fob. 1. — to- 
gpthcr with tho determination of the 
character of It and all fiituro meet- 
ings, AN.os also left to the executive. 
After some discussion, it was decided 
to admit all students, of tlio Univer- 
sity who are interested in psychology 
to membership. 

Tho character of jUie. SocI«ly;'B ex- 
ecutive was tho first qtiôstiôn to 
be discussed. It was suggested that 
a majority ot tho ccecutlvc should 
bo co.mposed ot students not in -their 
Senior year, so that next year the 
activities might begin without delay. 
This motion was not adopted because, 
as it was pointed out since, .next' 
>car*s executive will be elected next 
spring, it will bo ready to resume the 
Society's aotl villes Immediately In tiio 
following autumn. 

It was then proposed that nieinber- 
.^hip in tlio •o.v.-cutivo bu restricted to 
honour .-ilud'.'nt^j in p.syclioiogy. The 
euggeslioii was wllhilrawn however 
%vhcn it was learnt that at present 
there are not enough honour students 
In tho De|>artment to fill tho neces- 
sary positions. A subsei-|uent motion 
to rcstrve the offi'jc ot viee-ld'e.'iliJi.-nl 
for a niembur of the Jt.V.C. wa.s not 
accepted as it wa.s felt that election 
tu the executive filiould mi condi- 
tioned only by tho merit ami Interest 
iu psychology ot tho candidate.

With 
the Invention ot tho radio vacuum 
tube ntlcr tho war, tho amateurs wero 
able to hu'-ld C.W. .seta which were 
capable of covering a nuicli .^trcater 
radius with the ii.se ot niiich less 
power from leas tavoiir.ibli) locations 
ilinii a spark transniltto.-. IIo slated 
tluil anyone Intrrostod In amateur 
radio cou'd iuilld a B.itlsfnotory C.W. 
Iransmlllnr for less than fifty dol- 
lar!).

;der. Some fabulous figures were being quoted about a week ago. 
Ho some people attendance at the Junior Prom is a matter of lif a 
and death, A report of their non-attendance would mean their 
death. There was not a spare copy of the Daily to be had on 
Satiu'day morning. ■ 

Again there is the most certain possibility that some male 
Juniors -vrill take female members of the freshman class. We 
liave Jio objection lo their choice but it would appear to contra 
^ene the :;iiling. of the Junior Pi*6m -Çommittee. _It i? quite iia 
tural, imd îiàs b'een the custom, that a lordly Junior shoiifd' pick 
3iis lady partner from the freshman class. It has been noticed 
^or some years that if a beauty competition were held in the 
iDriiversity by far the most votes would be cast for members of 
±he fi-eshman dass. The Prom is held before Christmas. After 
^tmas there would not be so many from which to choose. • 
I'ffche «tlurd case there are the freshman who take Juniors 
tof'the H.ViC. In this case it is the R.Y.C. Junior ^^'ho"has pur- 
-chased the ticket and has invited her freshman to take her. No 
.ifloubt there must have been some mutual arrangement before- 
•hand, at least we hope so. Happy must be the freshman who 
jhas his' lady friend two years his scholastic senior. 

If the J unior Prom is to be for people of classes other than 
the freshman, then steps must be taken to see that these little 
ibreaches be filled. The fij-st can be solved by the word of the 
:fauyerithat he will not scalp eager freshmen, or, to that manner, 
j>eople who Tare aiot in the University, for all the male dancers 
■have not been university students in the past. 

B.ut with the other two cases the position will not be so 
easily overcome. It w ill take a very clever diplomatist, on selling 
ihe tickets, all his tack to make sure that the buyer will not take 
- as his or her ijartner a member of the fi-eshman class. It appears 
t;hat .the objection that has been rai.sed is ^hgLgîî^ale freshmen 
attending the danoc. It has been suggestedl^^the only way 
to do thi.s is to debar members of the R.y.C. from buying tickets, 
,qr ask them to make the .same guarantee as in the first ca.se. 
^ ■• We cannot .see that tiii-s can be enforced without destroying 
gcmie of the freedom which is the keynote of social affairs. True 
■th^^L-e is the honour of the individual involved but the stipulation 
^>vpHld cpt .as^jcrsions upon that honour., isp, it is gpii^g .to be 
ja.j^firy difficult task to exclude membej-s' 6f /-the frcM^ân' class 
jf rpm the Proms of the future.

Satan is 
banished and wanders over the earth, 
A clever indictment of modern civil- 
ization follows. 

There are included parodies of 
Shaw, Wells and Chesterton. Wells

Professor Latham compared Tol- 
stoy with Kip'.ing as an internation- 
alist. KlpUns he -Speaks of as an 
art îlcia' JnternatiPnaVst, for • though 
h« lias travelled cxtcnEive'.r and 
writes .on many countries, always, in 
■the bacUground of his works, we feel 
the English spirit. Tolstoy, on the 
other hand, though his scenes and 
characters are iilv.-ays r.iiEsian, trith 
•to ■few exceptions, is jiredomlnantly an 
Imtrnationalist in spirit. 

Professor Latham interspersed his 
address I'bcia'l.v with readings from 
Tolstoy's various t. ovl;.'-, many of 
Whieli caused cnii.'-iU'-rable 
xncnt.
